Built K2JD Van and donated its use to RaRa 
and Civil Defense

As EC in 2002/2003 Coordinated move of 
Communications from Westfall Rd to Scotts- 
ville Rd. 
Moving to other activities; 1980 to 2002 
formed “Holdsworth Coolies” and worked to 
make the Dome Arena into the familiar Ham- 
fest venue. 
Took over the reins from Bob Lauzon and for 
many years headed up the K2JD Engraving 
Team. 
For many years headed up the RaRa Camping 
trips. 
1982/83 second term as President. 
33 years of dedication to RaRa.

Confessions of a Newbie: 


Part 3 My First Hamfest

I arrived at the Rochester Hamfest shortly 
after 0900 on Friday and found Judith Stone- 
hill (N2KXS) setting up the Monroe County 
ARES booth. She had photographs representa- 
tive of the ARES mission, as well as a com- 
puter presentation of ARES work. Peter Four- 
nia (W2SKY) and Bill Hopkins (AA2YV) 
were busy with RaRa activities. Bill quickly 
recruited me to assist in setting up the RaRa 
booth. It consisted of an impressive array of 
photographs of club activities. These photo- 
graphs were arranged on a three-panel display 
befitting any profession presentation. A com- 
puter ran a slide show which described RaRa 
and its activities. Copies of the ARRL bro- 
chure Leap into Amateur Radio were available 
for any child or parent that showed interest. I 
staffed the booth until 1430 and met many 
hams, including one from Connecticut. He 
decided to join RaRa because he grew up in 
Rochester and wants to keep in touch with 
what goes on in our amateur radio community. 

I visited booths the remainder of the day. 
Fellow RaRa members prepared me for the 
Rochester Hamfest. They told me there would 
be dealers of new and used ham equipment and 
accessories. I got the heads-up on the com- 
puter vendors, should I want to upgrade my 
lethargic processor. A few of our members 
simply said, “You'll see everything there.” 
And they were correct. Anything goes. How- 
ever, I was surprised to find a dealer in used 
classic cameras — Leica, Zeiss Ikon, and the 
like. Yes, I did spend time (but no money) at 
that booth because my other passion is for clas- 
sic cameras. 

My first purchase was a name badge with 
my call sign. Then, I got some much needed 
coax from Radioware. And I gathered items 
for homebrew projects like a couple of 0-1 mA 
panel meters, several power transformers, a 
few large filter chokes, and electrolytic capaci- 
tors. These totaled about $10. At WBOW, I 
picked up the newest edition of the ARRL 
General Class book for summer study, and a 
coil-winding slide rule. One fellow at the flea 
market had an assortment of used antennas. All 
that aluminum strewn about made his area look 
like a scrap metal yard. After rummaging for a 


time, I found a 2 meter beam — a 4-element 
Cushcraft 124WB. The seller took twenty- 
five. (When I got home and checked its specs 
on the internet, I was pleased to find that its 
gain is 10.2 dB.) 

I could easily write about the things I did 
not purchase. I considered an antenna with 
more gain for the HT. And there were roller 
inductors that I did not take home. A dummy 
load tempted me, but I decided to stick to my 
plan to build one. And there were so many 
good books at the CQ table and at WBOW. 

My last stop turned out to be my favorite. 
The table had a bunch of gel cells of varied 
sizes. I picked one up, marked $6, for a closer 
look. A deep voice bellowed from the other 
side of the table, “It’s yours now.” I put the 
battery down and picked up a different one. 
His wife said, “Look honey, he’s got another.”

RaRa License Class

We started last semester (September 8 —November 24") with 20 combined course students. 
Within the first three weeks 3 more students joined the Class, by the 9" week there were 4 drop- 
outs putting us back to 19 students. OnBut on the bright side we had 7 upgrades, 3 Technicians/ 
Code, and 3 new Technicians 

The new License Class started February 16, 2004, as of Monday the 19" the 10" week of a 12 
week coarse there are 16 students out the 18 that started on February 16" not to shabby. 

As of May 3" 5 students upgraded at the April 17" RaRa VE session 3 to Extra Bill WB2IHM, 
Dean K2ULB, & Ross KC2LOC; JimKC2MGK upgraded to General, & Tobias KC2MWJ passed 
the Technician exam.
